The annual report 
of 
the state 
charities commission, copies of which 
have been reeeieved here, character­ 
izes tlie Lee county jail and county 
home buildings as poor, but praises 
the work of Sheriff Reid and 
Mr 
and Mrs. Clyde W icher for excellent 
service they give with the material 
and surroundings. The report of the 
commission is: 


Ia»e County Ja il. 


Inspected Ju ly 19. 
Lee county jail is a brick building 
located a short distance from 
the 
court house. There are two sections 
one for men and one for women. No 
provision is made for minors, 
who 
must be locked up with older crjmlil- 
als when women are present. 


Th e jail is very dark and ill-ven­ 
tilated. Tile stone cells are ventilat­ 
ed only by means 
of the bar doors. 
Gas is burned during the day to en­ 
able the men to read. 
The women’s section has iron cells 
ventilated by lattice grating. A pad­ 
ded cell is provided for the insane, 
but it is rarely used on account of 
poor ventilation. 
The cells are clean, the drainage 
and plumbing are in sanitary condi­ 
tion. Glean blankets are given every 
new prisoner and each man has his 
own towel. 
The men say they are sufficiently 
fed. The sheriff is to be commended 
for keeping a very poor jail In a san 
itary condition, 


Lee County Farm , 


Inspected Ju ly 30. 
The Lee county almshouse is lo­ 
cated about six miles from Dixon on 
a poor farm of about 97 1-4 acres. 
It is a two story frame building oc­ 
cupied by the keeper and inmates. A 
short wing, cast and west, has in­ 
sane cells with north and south win­ 
dows. The cells are clean, the beds 
free from vermin, the clothing of the 
insane is clean and untorr;. 
As in all almshouses someone 
is 
needed whose only duty is to look af 
fee the helpless. That there are suf­ 
ficient inmates here to justify 
the 
employment 
of an 
attendant 
is 
shown by the fact that out of 3 4 in­ 
flates, 
only 16 are able 
to do any 
?vork. 
The inmates say they get plenty 
to rat; fresh meat and fish are pro­ 
vided, salt, meat but once a week. 
Separate wash pans and 
towels 
are provided for all inmates. 
Although the almshouse is very 
old and poorly constructed, it has 
been so improved that the inmates 
tind it a comfortable home. The keep

Post master Frey this morning re­ 
ceived the parcel« 
post map« 
for 
Zone 226 5, in which the Dixon post- 
office i« located, the map showlnk 
the rates to be charged for various 
distances. The law provides that any 
package weighing 
jess than 
four 
ounce» snail be gent 
at I cent per 
¡ounce, regardless 
of the distance, 
I hut anything between \ ounce« and 
j 16 ounces shall be regarded a« one 
j pound, the lowest rate for w hich Is 
five cents. 


In order tlmt adequate facilities 


may be provided for the handling of 
the parcel« post business efficiently 
and on a country-wide scale at the 
outset, Jun. 1, Postmaster General 
Hitchcock has asked Post master Frey 
and every postmaster In the country 
to obtain from the busine«» public 
Information us to the 
probable ex­ 
tent to which the new system will be 
used. 


Each postmaster has been provided 


with circulars which set forth in de­ 
tail the provisions of the parcels post 
law, the rates of postage and an ex­ 
planatory statement concerning the 
delivery of parcels post matter. 
At­ 
tention Is also directed to the fact 
that such matter may be registered 
and also insured against loss. 
In ait effort to learn to what extent 


the parcel« post will be used in Dixon 
Mr. Frey lias sent circulars to more 
than 100 business men who w ill use 
the system, asking them to supply 
him with information as to what ex­ 
tent they will use the mails. 
Only a few of these men have res­ 
ponded to tiie request. 
Just now the bureau of engraving 


and printing at Washington Is work­ 
ing overtime in the manufacture of 
parcels posst stamps of various de­ 
nominations. There are 12 different 
designs of stamps of as many differ­ 
ent value« 
one, 
two, three, four, 


five, ten, fifteen, twenty, twenty-five, 
fifty, seventy-five cents and one doi- 
lur, all printed in red ink. There are 
postage due stamps printed in one, 
two, five, ten and twenty-five 
cent 


values in green ink. 
The stamps at the line of perfora­ 
tion are one inch by one and one-ha!f 
Inches in dimensions. A ll but 
the 


postage due stamps are ornamented 
with exquisitely delicate engravings 
representative of the varied activities 
of the postal service or of the Indus­ 
trie« whose productions will be bene- 
II It ed by the privileges of the parcels 
post. 
The postofflce clerk i« the subject 
of the tluy engraving that ornament* 
the one-cent stamp. 
The clerk 
is 


shown distributing mull in the many 
hag« of a mall rack, illustrating the 
system in vogue in all big postofiflces 
On tlie two-cent stamp is shown the 
city letter carrier at work. He is at 
the front door of a city residence, 
waiting for response to his ring to de 
liver the mall. 
The railway mall clerk Is the sub­ 
ject of the three-cent stamp. On the 
4-cent stamp i» the rural letter car­ 
rier and his horse and wagon. The 
mail train is pictured on the flve-cent 
stamp. A fine piece of engraviug Is 
hte steamship arul mail tender, the 
subject of the ten-cent stamp.
